Firſt, That the Earl of Darby had held Correſpondence with Oates and Tongue, long be- 
fore the Plot was diſcover'd to the King ;z that divers ſecret Meetings were between them 
at Fox-Hall, where, in ne ene ſe Qates and Tongue lodg'd, to be ready for their meet- 
ing with the Earl of Danby,"at ar by-Aa Paintef tothe. Landing-place there. 
Theſe things being certain, they concluded, that cither the Earl 6 was inthePlor, 
until he found it diſcover'd'to the King, and then to ſave himſelf, fell on Colemar, and the 
reſt; or otherwiſe, that he was the original inventer of it, and procurer of Witneſſes, ro 
involve the Nation in blood, and to rune the Duke of Tore, and deftroy all thc Papjſts, far 
purpoſes of his own ; this made the Commons Reſolre on his Trial : For though they were 
fuſhiciently allarm'd by the Plot, to provide new Laws againſt P » FJetare they unwil- 
ling to deſtroy Papiſts themſelves, ( ifinnocent ) thar ſach Blood might not cry for venge- 
ance againſt the Nation.
